TWO KINDS OF WARFARE. 

Admiral von TRUPPEL speaks like 
a naval officer of the brave old days, 
and he speaks with exceeding frank- 
ness.

THE NAVAL ‘PROGRAM. m 

It is not likely that the dreadnought } 
will be abandoned in spite of the new 
problems raiséd: in ‘naval warfare by 
the submarine. It has “ arrived” as a 
formidable agent of destruction, but it 
is perfectly. safe to predict that the 
floating forts of enormous power will 
Keep thetr place in all navies. One of 
thé arguments of the opponents of the 
dreadnought, who have been developed 
since German submarines ‘héve been 
used so effectively, is that of England’s 
newer dreadnoughts only one,. the 
Queen Elizabeth, seems ‘to have ac- 
complished ‘anything. But the Queen 
Elizabeth is the only warship of her 
class, the 1915 type, of which we have 
heard anything. , Nobody out of the 
British Admiralty knows just where 
the others ‘are, ‘There are four of 
them, Warspite, Valiant, Barham and 
Malaya, all of 27,500 tons: displace-| 
ment. and carrying 15-inch guns 
throwing a full ton of.metal at every 
shot. They are credited with a speed 
of 25 knots, and the lesson our Navy 
Department should derive from them 
is that our projected warships, now 
known only by numbers, should be 
built. to. have more speed than our 
other battleships... 

The building of an effective sub- 
marine fleet comprising submersible 
vessels of the newest type, however, 
will undoubtedly be ‘the most con- 
spicuous feature of our forthcoming 
naval program. It ig just possible] 
that no’ new dreadnoughts will be 
authorized next year and that their 
place in ‘the plan may’ be taken by 
two or three battle cruisers, scarcely 
less effective in:modern warfare. The 
General Board, it is said; will insist 
upon four battleships, and its advice 
is likely to be taken more respectfully 
by the new Congress than it was by 
the - last, but the heavy modern 
cruisers are battleships carrying as 
many men and almost as many large 
guns as the dreadnoughts. They are 
capable of sailing at a speed of from 
28 to 30 knots:an hour. 

The rumor in“ Washington that the 
naval’ program now in preparation 
will be vigorously opposed: on‘ the 
ground of economy is probably. well- 
founded; There-may still be a large 
number of Representatives who will 
persist in keeping naval appropria- | 
tions down. The success of the pres- 
ent plans must depend largely on the 
will of the people. If, in any part of 
this country, there are still appreciable 
numbers of voters who have not been 
thoroughly awakened to a realization 
of the urgent need of upbuilding the 
navy with as little.delay as possible, 
the opposition in Congress will be, to 
that extent, justified, There may be 
much work to do before the assem- 
bling of Congress in the way of edu- 
cating the people of the South and 
Middle West to the perils of ‘our 
situation. In this part of the coun- 
try no dissenting voice will be raised.

NATIONAL CLEARINGS AT WASH- 
INGTON. 

The Federal Reserve Board has set 
forth. the manner in which the ac- 
counts between the Federal ‘Reserve 
banks are settled by telegraph. Hith- 
erto there has been no system of set- 
'+tling accounts between the country’s 
various sections. The Clearing Houses. 
were local institutions, without rela- 
tion to each other.

the debits and credits between them,

HIS MONETARY REFORMS 


Ex-Treasurer of Morton Trust Co. 
Acted for This Government if 
the Philippines and Panama.

HAVANA, July 6.—Charles A. Conant, 
father’ of the Philippine currency, was 
found dead in, bed this morning from 
cancer of the stomach. The American 
Minister has assumed charge of the 


body, which: ae to oe. shipped to New 
York on Cuban Govern- 
ment —— ir. Gonkat's services in 
planning Cuba’s recently; issued coinage. 


News of Mr. Conant’s death was ca- 
bled to his New York office, at 82 Nas- 
sau Street, py the Cuban Minister of Fi- 
nance yesterday. Mr. Conant enjoyed 
an international reputation as an au- 
thority on banking and Government fi- 
nance. He went to Cuba at the request 
of the Cuban Government to act as fi- 
nancial advise: to the isiand Adminis- 
tration, and it was said that he was in 
ill health when he left .New York. 

It ‘was while in Washington, D. C., as 
the Washington correspondent for The 

Springfield Republican and’.New York 
Journal of Commerce ‘that Mr. Conant 
became known nationally as a financial 
expert. He was born in Winchester, 
Mass., in 1861, and entered journalism 
when 19 years old, and after making a 
specialty of political and financial news, 
went to Washington in 1889 to repre- 
sent the two -papers‘named. Aside from 
his newspaper work, however, ‘he pro- 
duced a number of: books and papers on 
financial subjects, notable among the 
former being his. ‘‘ The “History of 
Modern Banks of Issue,"’ ‘‘ Wall Street 
and the Country,” “The Principles of 
“Money and Banking,’’ and a ‘‘ Life of 
Alexander . Hamilton,’*’ devoted. prin- 
cipally to Hamilton’s accompiishments 
in finance. 

Mr. Conant ran for Congress on the 
Democratic: ticket from the Massachu- 
setts district in which Harvard Uni- 
versity is located in 1894, and two years 
later took a prominent part in the Gold 
Democratic Convention. In 1901 he was 


appointed a special commission of the}. 


War Department to the Philippines, be- 
ing selected by Secretary of War Blihu 
Root to make a report on. Philippine 
monetary and finapeial conditions pre- 
liminary to the remodeling of the sys- 
tem. 

In 1902 he was elected Treasurer of 
the Morton Trust Company of this city, 
which. was the largest trust company 
in the country. Mr. Conant was chosen 
for this office because of his intimate 
knowlédge of bahking methods, as the 
company then planned to extend its 
European business. Mr. Conant re- 
mained Treasurer of.the trust company 
until 1906. He was also a Director of 
the Manila Railroad, the National Bank 
of Nicaragtia, and the Credit Clearing 
House.: While connected with the Mor- 
ton Trust Company he was invited to. 
Mexico to aid in the plans for monetary 
reform then being undertaken by “the 
Mexican Government, and in 1903 he 
was made a member of the ‘Commission 
on International Exchange of the Unit-. 
ea States. He was made a member of 
the special commission of the New 


‘York Chamber of Commerce on Cur- 


rency Reform in 1906. This commission 
reported in favor of a central bank. 
Mr. Conant also assisted the United 
States Government in suggesting a cur. 
rency measure for the Pariama Republic 
somewhat similar to the Philippine 
measure, which was based.on his re- 
port, and in 1910 and 1912 he visited 
The Hague as technical delegate of this 
Government at the International Con- 
ference on Bills of Exchange. He was 
called to Cuba in 1896 te give advice on 
financial subjects, and later was called 
to several Central’ American republics 
for the same purpose. 
One of Mr. Conant’s 
articles was on the subjeet of *“‘ How 
American Finance Faced the European 
War Panic.” This was one of the 
articles that he wrote for THE Timms. 
It appeared in the issue of Aug. 23, 1914. 
He was a member of the lew York 
Chamber of Commerce, the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science, 
the American Economic Association, the 
American Asiatic Society, the. Société 
d’Economie~ Politique de France, 
the Lawyers’, Reform, and Cosmos 
(Washington) Clubs.. Mr. Conant was 
unmarried and is survived by a sister, 
who lives in Waltham, Mass.

of Agriculture, which has hoped that 
others would duplicate the successful ex- 
periment of Dr. Shepard in showing that 
tea can be successfully grown in this 
colintry for the American market: 

Dr. Shepard was born. at New Haven, 
Conn, Oct. 6, 1843: His father was 
Dr. Charles ‘Upham Shepard, a ‘noted 
gcologist, who became. - professor of 


chemistry at Charleston, S. C., Medi- 
cal College, and thus the son became 
identified early with. South Carolina. 
€ was educated at Andover and Yale, 
then studied medicine at Gottingen dae! 
versity, Germany, making a — 
physiological chemistry. After ae 
tion he returned to.South Carol * and 
made a special study of the chemistry 
of phosphates, = coming into use for 
fertilizer., purpose: 

Dr. Shepard established the Shepard 
laboratory, invented many kinds of 
chemical apparatus, and wrote exten- 
sively on chemical and agricultural sub- 
jects. After his career in the develop- 
ment of the — ae in South 
Carolina’ and Flo epard re- 
tired, and apent 1900" he began his fa- 
mous experiments in the cultivation and 
manufacture of .tea. at his. Pinehurst 
estate, succeeding where the Govern- 
ment afid other merican tea pioneers 
had failed. 

Government records show that tea was 
first grown in this country by e 
French botanist Michaux, who in ,1800 
planted tea at Middleton Batony on the 
Ashley  River,., fifteen’ miles from 
Charleston. One of the supposed orig- 
inal plants, probably own for their 
decorative — Survived, and when 
seen by Dr. Charles W. Shepard about 
twenty-five years ago had reached a 
—— of fifteen feet. The first at- 
tempt to. introduce tea — in Amer- 
ica was made by Junius Smith, 
who jn 1848 turned this attention to 
growin ng. tea on his estate near Green- 
ville, .. basing his effort on im- 
ported —5 and plants. Upon his death 

he tea plants he left without care soon 
disappeared. 

The interest of the National Goyern- 
ment was first aroused in 1858, when, 
through the action of the Commissioner 
of Patentr, Robert Fortune was sent 
to China ‘to obtain seed for. planting 
in this country. Plants were widely dis- 

bited.- in the Southern States. In 
many cases the growers’ made tea by 
domestic process for home use,, but na 
records of Sales have been foufd. 

In .1880. the «interest of the, National 
Government in tea growing was again 
revived ‘under Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture William G..Le Duc, who, ‘seeing 
the introduction of the plant alone was 
not sufficient to lead to the. devélop- 
ment of an industry, Secured the serv- 
ices of John Jackson, a tea.planter of 
fourteen years’ experience in India, who 
was instructed to carry out’ experiments. 
An area of 200 acres near Summerville 
was leased for twenty years, and Le 
Government ‘imported tea - seed 
Japan, China — India, but the —— 
ment failed. 

Then it was reported’ that Dr. Shepard 
about 1890 began growing tea; first on 
a small scale, and selectéd Pinehurst for 
his farm. Dr. Shepard said that ail tea 
used in this country should be grown: in 
the United States.
